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THE DIOCESAN MISSIONARY 
CAMPAIGN 


From Friday, November 26, 1926, to 
Monday, December 6, 1926, inclusive, is 
the period fixed for the inauguration of 
“The Diocesan Missionary Campaign.” 

For about two years, a survey has 
been in progress assembling data to show 
the amount of money necessary to place 
the Missions and Institutions of the 
diocese in such a condition that the work 
can be carried on in a more efficient 
manner, 


Bishop Garland believes that NOW is 
the time when all the people of the 
Diocese, clergy and laity, working to- 
gether, should make an intensive effort 
“in the fulfillment of a common task.” 


There are ten institutions ineludin 
The Episcopal Hospital, The Mpiscopa 
Academy, Home for Consumptives, 
Church Farm School for Boys, Home for 
the Aged, Galilee Mission, House of the 
Holy Child, The Sheltering Arms, St. 
Andrew's Chapel and The Morrisville 
Community House, all well known 
through the Diocese, and for which funds 
are asked in this campaign to place them 
in modern and up-to-date condition, 


Forty Missions, located in the various 
convocations, are included in the objec- 
tive of the fund, In some. cases, these 
Mission Stations have only a lot of 
ground; in others, partially completed 
parish buildings or churches, and in 
others, the need for all or one of these 
items. 


In addition, the Fund is asked to pro- 
vide additional endowment for the 
Cathedral Foundation and for the in- 
crease of the endowment for the Main- 
tenance of the Episcopate. 

The effort will be made to secure the 
sum of $3,500,000 which, it is estimated, 
will meet all the needs of these forty 
missions and ten institutions. This 
amount represents the expenditures upon 
a five-year program and pledges for sub- 
scriptions are to be asked for that period, 
payments to be made annually or as 
each subscriber may desire. 

Every parishioner is asked to be a 
partner in contributing and all subscrip- 
tions in whatever amount, large or small, 
will be gladly welcomed. 

The campaign will operate through a 
Diocesan Committee operating in turn 
through committees in the various con- 
vocations and then through the parishes, 

The Rector of each parish is in charge 
of the organization in that parish with a 
layman, serving as parish chairman. 
Mr. Robert L. Budd is the parish chair- 
man of St. Jude and the Nativity.

THE RECTOR’S LETTER 

The most memorable night in the 
world's history came unheralded as the 
Throne Messenger preached to humbie 
Shepherds while guarding God’s defense- 
less flocks on the Palestian Hills. 

While the Babe of Promise lay in His 
manger throne, amidst the inconveniences 
of poverty, the Angels must have wept 
bitter tears as they beheld His suffering. 

For each year since that memorable 
night, the World, in a measure, repro- 
duces at this particular time the Spirit 
of that first Christmas, when Choristers 
were a multitude of Angels and sang 
their song: 

“Glory to God in the Highest, and 
on Barth, Peace to Men of Good Will.” 

As we gather at the manger-bed of 
the Child of Bethlehem, the question of 
supreme importance is, "WHO IS HE?” 
Beside this question, all others matter 
little. If we accept the Apostile’s defini- 
tion that he is “GOD, MANIFEST IN 
THE FLESH,” then Christmas stands 
for the most tremendous event in all 
history. 

A friend of Henry Ward Beecher 
asked him one day if he had finished 
his “Life of Christ.” He made no reply, 
and, after the caller had gone, Mrs. 
Beecher says she heard Mr. Beecher say, 
as he walked about his room, “How can 
I finish ‘A LIFE WHICH NEVER 
BEGAN AND WILL NEVER END?” 

Human reason is overwhelmed at the 
Manger in Bethlehem, but Divine revela- 
tion makes it plain. Flesh and blood 
cannot unravel the mystery of 
“GOD MANIFEST IN THE FLESH.” 

The highest conception about Jesus 
was: He is John the Baptist, Elias, Jere- 
miah, or one of the prophets. But the 
voice of Revelation is, “THOU ART 
THE CHRIST, THE SON OF THE 
LIVING GOD.” 


The voice of Revelation sustained by 
history and human experience confirms 
the truth of the Christmas Message of 
the Angels 

“For there is born to you this day, in 
the City of David, A Saviour, who is 
Christ the Lord.”

BISHOP TALBOT 


On last Sunday evening, January 2, 
Bizhop Ethelbert Talbot, Bishcp of Beth- 
lehem, paid us his annual visit and gave 
u; a very forceful and instructive New 
Year message. 

Taking as his text St. Luke 19: 5, 
“Zachias, make haste and come down for 
today,” etc., ete., the Bishop outlined 
the character of Zachias and showed us 
how our Lord dealt with peopte. 

He spoke of our Lord’s unique and 
far-seeing ways in His approaches to 
people whom He knew through and 
through and by His associations with 
them in His social life expressed con- 
stantly, important illustrations of deep 
spiritual truth. Our Lord saw some- 
thing in Zachias that other men did not 
see and though Zachias, being a tax 
gatherer, was a most unpopular man 
and in many ways detested by people, 
yet was recognized and taken into the 


confidence of the Master. There is the 
outer and inner man and the Master saw 
both and judged this unpopular man 
from his inner side, much to the amaze- 
ment of those about him. 

The Bishop said that our Lord dealt 
with men as individuals and dealt with 
them in a kindly way to win their 
hearts and souls. He always saw the 
man within the man and it was that that 
He worked to get hold of. That plan, 
the Bishov believed, will win men today 
as it did in His day. 

Referring in a few words to the com- 
ing Bishops’ Crusade, Bishop Talbot said 
that every individual member of the 
Church will be put to a severe test in 
making his renewed allegiance to Christ 
and to the Church and he looked for the 
Crusade to bring forth great results in 
revitalizing our spiritual life.

PARISH NEWS 


MEN’S CLUB DINNER 


Thursday evening, November 10th, the 
Men’s Club held their Twenty-second 
Annual Dinner in the Parish House. 

Seventy-two men sat down to the din- 
ner and comfortably filled the large 
Guild Room. Songs by Mr. Teale and 
Mr. Harding with Mr. Murphy at the 
piano were much enjoyed by all those 
present. in addition, we had the massed 
singing which has become a feature of 
these dinners. 

Mr. Cuza, the President, acted as 
Toastmaster for the occasion, and the 
speakers were: Rev. Edwin H. Book- 
myer, Rev. James Ostema, Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam L. McCormick, Rev. J. Preston 
McHenry and the Rector. 

The supper and the speakers measured 
up to the high standard which has always 
been set for these occasions. The evening 
was a most enjoyable one in every way. 

Rev. Mr. Bookmyer, Field Secretary of 
the Pocket Testament League, among 
other things said, that the need of the 
day was in more illuminated men, men 
illuminated with the Spirit of Jesus 
Christ, and that the Church needs men 
who know the Lord Jesus Christ and let 
their lives shine for Him. He also said 
that the Church today seems to have lost 
the art of witnessing as was common 
practice in the ancient apostolic times. 

Mr. Bookmyer referred to the work of 
the Pocket Testament League and the 
task that this organization of business 
men has set for themselves in winning 
back men who have neglected the reading 
of God’s Word. Men must read the Bible 
more. The Pocket Testament League 
goes into offices, manufacturing and in- 
dustrial establishments, workshops and 
anywhere where men congregate and are 
working together. It was Mr. Book- 
myer’s opinion that the simple task of 
distribution of thousands of Testaments 
to men who will promise to read them 
will in time bear abundant fruit. 

Dr. William L. McCormick, Pastor of 
Bethlehem Presbyterian Church, spoke at 
length on “Friendships” and the similar- 
ity of the problems which his own 
Church and ours have to meet and solve. 
He pointed out that the only reason a 
Church should exist in any community is 
that it must be a friend in every way 
to anyone in that community who needs 
its ministrations. Dr. McCormick said 
that the average man who succeeds in 
life has the genius of friendship, and if 
the Church is to be a strong power in 
the community, it must develop friend- 
ship in and with the community. He 
spoke of how Our Lord had great power 
to make friends. Dr. McCormick also 
said that friendships cannot be made 
without sacrifice and that the difficulties 
in a Church making friendships must be 
recognized at the outset of all efforts in 
that direction. He said that the Church 
would be the greatest brotherhood on 
earth if it would be friendly. The 
Church must give help to those who ask 


loved men because they needed Him. Dr. 
McCormick said that Churches cannot be 
run today on yesterdays, but must serve 
the community here and now irrespective 
of anything and that highly populated 
and various populated communities such 
as exist about large city Churches, con- 
stitute a challenge to a great task. He 
said that until the Church catches the 
vision of Jesus Christ the love of God 
will not touch the world about us. 

Rev. James A, Ostema, Pastor of the 
John Chambers Memorial Church and 
also member of the Pocket Testament 
League, referred briefly and very tact- 
fully as to some of the conditions he 
found in his round of personal service 
for that League. 

Rev. J. Cresson McHenry, Superinten- 
dent of the City Mission and Rector of 
the Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
often with us and a good friend of the 
Parish, gave some very interesting first- 
hand experiences in his efforts to resusci- 
tate a Mission Church in another part of 
Philadelphia. 

Our own Rector spoke of the work in 
this neighborhood and of some of the 
contacts with those who come to him for 
help of all kinds and told us that the 
Woman’s Auxiliary had taken the job of 
visiting people in the neighborhood away 
from the men to whom it was first of- 
fered. Mr. Saunders said that until the 
Church of St. Jude and the Nativity is 
known throughout the city as a Church 
friendly to everyone it will not carry 
out fully the purpose for which it was 
established and that in all our work for 
the Church we must not count the cost 
of our efforts in money or time or service.

CONGREGATIONAL MEETING 

The Annual Meeting of the Congrega- 
tion and of the Corporation was held in 
the Chantry of the Parish House on the 
evening of February 6th, at 9 o’clock, 
following the Vestry Meeting convened 
at 7.30 o’clock. The inclement weather 
acted as a deterrent to a larger attend- 
ance. Nine members of the Vestry were 
present. 

The Rector gave a resume of the last 
year’s work in the Parish. He referred 
for detailed statistics to the ‘“Rector’s 
Letter,” published in the last number of 
ParisH News. The outlook for the com- 
ing year was both encouraging and 
promising, calling upon every active and 


interested worker to double their efforts 
in upholding and extending the work of 
the parish. 

The financial condition was thoroughly 
gone over and Mr. Zieger showed that 
the Budget for 1928 had been prepared 
with utmost care in holding the various 
items of expense to the absolutely necés- 
sary minimum. He called attention to 
the fact that even so, the income would 
not meet the expense by about $1400, and 
that therefore the special efforts of the 
congregation should be directed toward 
raising’ this amount during the year. 

More subscribers and larger subscrip- 
tions were needed. Appeal was made to 
those members attending and engaged in 
the various activities to subscribe 
through the envelopes, so that the Vestry 
in meeting expenses, shall know in ad- 
vance what amount it can count upon to 
expend. 

The matter of the Parish Givings for 
Missions was also mentioned and it 
seemed to be the thought of those pres- 
ent, that we should endeavor to raise the 
amount of our expectation and as much 
more as possible. 


BOY SCOUT ANNIVERSARY 


Sunday evening, February 12th, the 
anniversary of the birth of Abraham 
Lincoln and the Eighteenth Anniversary 
of the Boy Scouts of America was 
marked in many Philadelphia churches 
by Scout Troop services. 

At our own church in the evening, 
Scout Troop No. 175, Mr. Harold Hollow- 
bush, Scoutmaster, and Troop No. 193, 
St. Matthias’ Church, Mr. Miller, Scout- 
master, as the guest troop, had charge of 
the service. 

In addition to the salute to the Flag, 
the saying of the Scout Oath and the 
Scout Laws, appropriate addresses were 
made by several invited speakers. 

Mrs. Sinnamon, assistant Director of 
Public Welfare, spoke of character as it 
was typified by Lincoln and urged all 
Boy Scouts to imitate his life. Mr. 
Elliot, from Scout Troop headquarters, 
told of the meaning of the Scout move- 
ment and the distinct asset a troop was 
to a church or parish or school. The Boy 
Scout Troop, locking to training for good 
citizenship in the State and the King- 
dom, could be made a vital part of church 
work. Short addresses were also made 
by Mr. John A. Wurst and Rev. Dr. A. 
D. Schodle.

From the manger in Bethlehem, amid angels singing the joy 
of heaven “and good will among men,” beneath the splendor of a 
Judean midnight, we travel into the land of pyramids and mys- 
teries, and back to Galilean hills with Him who will “never leave 
us or forsake us.” 

We behold Him in Jerusalem, amid the doctors, taxing their 
ability with questions and astounding them with answers. 

We lose sight of Him until we see Him on the Jordan and 
hear Johm the Baptist exclaim, “Behold, the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 

We journey with Him about the sea of Galilee as He speaks 
to the troubled waves, quieting them to evening calmness. 

We witness the devils in obedience as they release the man 
to enter the swine and be lost in the sea. 

We see disease yield to the touch of His garment, and death 
robbed of its power as he awakens a child from its grasp. 

We see the blind restored to sight and the hungry fed. 

We hear Him speak “As never man spake” in the sermon 
on the Mount. We enter the judgment hall to witness Pilate 
permit the Son of God after finding no fault in Him to go to the 
Cross. 

. We behold Him on the Cross, amid convulsions of the ele- 
ments; until death has silenced the lips that spake words more 
lasting than the eternal hills. 

We follow the sorrowing friends to the Garden and witness a 
mother’s sorrow as He is placed in “a new tomb” and sealed with 
the empireal eagles, and trusted soldiers were placed on guard to 
insure His keeping “Whom the heavens cannot contain.”

Let us come this Easter with our means “as God hath pros- 
pered us and give an offering unto the Lord and worship Him in 
obedience to His communi “this do in remembrance of me” by 
receiving His broken body and poured out blood in the Holy 
Communion.

“Jesus said, I am the Resurrection and the Life, he that 
believeth in Me, though he were dead, yet shall he live, and whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in Me shall never die.”

THE RECTORS LETTER 


We are in the midst of the Pentecostal season; a season 
replete with sacred memories and tender recollections stretching 
across the centuries until we stand with the Master and His 
apostles and hear Him say: “But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you, and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 

“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one place. 

“And suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing, mighty wind, and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting. 

“And there appeared unto them cloven tongues like as of 
fire, and it sat upon each of them. 

“And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance.” 

Thus reads the imperishable record of inspiration of the 
descent of the Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost, the birth- 
day of the Church. 

“And ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.” 

Here we have our marching orders, translated into our 
every-day Church life, “And ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in St. Jude and the Nativity, and in the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania, and is the Church program for Missions unto the utter- 
most part of the earth!” 

When we have enlisted as soldiers under Christ's banner, 
we must not only sing “Onward, Christian Soldiers,” but we 
must "carry on” the standard of our sacred religion until “the 
uttermost part of the earth” has been conquered for the King 
of Kings. It was obedience to this command that filled the early 
Church with the spirit of restless enthusiasm for the conversion 
of the world. 

During the World War the question arose “has the United 
States the right to draft men for foreign service?” The answer 
was “wherever American rights are denied or the flag is in 
danger, the soldiers can be sent to fight.” 

Let us be as sincere Christians now as we were patriots 
then. 

While at home we gave of our wealth to support the 
soldiers in the field; others labored to keep the home fires burn- 
ing. We were committed to the whole program of the World 
War. 

Now let us feel we are committed to our blessed Lord’s 
program of “unto the uttermost part of the earth.”

The Government of Liberia has re- 
cently appointed several of the native 
clergy to government posts, chiefly educa- 
tional, and has reappointed a number of 
others. In all five counties the county 
school inspectors are clergy; another 
clergyman oecupies the newly created 
position of supervisor of teachers for 
the entire Republic. Another is collec- 
tor of internal revenue. The president 
of Liberia College and three of the 
faculty are native clergy. Among the 
laymen of the Church, three recent ap- 
pointments are the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Judge of the City Court in 
Monrovia, and Justice of the Supreme 
Court. 

The activity of the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education in Liberia is becoming 
effective in increasing co-operation be- 
tween the government and the mission 
schools. Two Teachers’ Institutes, in 
Cape Mount and Monrovia, have brought 
together the county school teachers and 
others from government and mission in- 
stitutions, 

The department of Public Instruction 
has increased its appropriation, not only 
for more schools but for better schools 
with better equipment. 

St. Thomas’ Church, Krutown, is to 
have a new parish house, a gift resulting 
from the visit of the Rey. and Mrs. A. 
B. Parson a year ago. 

A native priest recently took up work 
at Rocktown, and was greeted by the 
very old king of the town with the words: 
“T thank God that He has spared me to 
see the day when one of our own tribe, 
prepared to teach us, has come back to 
point us the way to God. Fathers and 
mothers, we must be glad to help this, 
our brother, that he may be able to tell 
us and our children of the God who 
cares for us and for our farms and for- 
all that we have.” 


CHURCH MISSION OF HELP 


Church Mission of Help is often asked 
how it makes the first contact with its 
girls. Sometimes they are brought by 
other girls who have been helped, A 
girl who came to the city from a small 
town and who had been helped by Church 
Mission of Help, recently appeared again 
in the office with another girl, saying, 
“This is my girl-friend from my home- 
town, and she wants to join you-all.”
